■ PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Tesla 
singer Jeff Kciih isn’t one of those 
popular angst-ridden frontmen. Sure, 
hc.worrics about the environment-ond 
animal welfare, but he loves his mama 
and thinks, as he says in a song from 
the band's new album, “Bust a Nut," 
that the world is wonde^. . 

...“There's so many beautiful things in- 
thc world," Keith says. "You can sit 
there and let the good or the bad win 
over.

In “A Family Divided,"
